How serious a blow to Axis calcula- 

tions General Ritchie’s Eighth Army 
has delivered is indicated the terms 
of an Order of the Day which Genera! 
Rommel issued to his troops on the 
eve of his offensive. A copy of the 
Order has fallen into British hands. 
It calls the German-Italian forces to 
“a decisive attack,” and says: We 
shall attack and discomfit the enemy 
wherever he presents his arms.” ” 

General ommel's withdrawal is 
necessitated by his supply difficulties. 
Deadly British gunnery’ has played 
havoc with the passage through which 
fuel and water for his hard-worked 
Panzer spearheads had to pass. The 
extrication of these forces from their 
dangerous position, however, is not 
easy. The main bulk of this Axis 
armour—though reports do not disclose 
how much—still is east of the mine 
fields and under constant pressure 
from the British Army and the Royal 
Air Force. The gaps are focal points 
of fire by both sides. 

CAIRO, Monday.—It is disclosed 
that Lieutenant-General C. W. NM. 
Norrie is in command of the British 
50th Armoured Corps, engaged at 
Knightsbridge, and Lieutenant-General 
W. H. E. Gott is in command of the 
British 13th Corps. 

General Rommel having been forced 
to change his plans, it is by no means 
certain exactly where he is endeavour- 
ing to concentrate his main armoured 
forces, in view of the considerable 
number still east of the Allied line, but 
it is evident that he is withdrawing for 
concentration, chiefly around the mine- 
field gaps. 

The Germans lost score after score 
of wrecked tanks and -vehicles and 
other equipment at Knightsbridge.— 
(Reuter.) 


CAPTURED GENERAL 


CAIRO, Monday. The Associated © 
Press correspondent says: — General 
Ludwig Cruewell, ce the 
Afrikakorps, was captured on Friday 
in the central area of the British lines. 
It was previously thought that General 
Nehring was directing it. 

General Cruewell was brought down 
as he inspected the battle from the air 
in a Fieseler Storch plane, a two- 
seater mosquito-like machine, able to 
hover over any given spot and 
favoured by German generals for 
watching ground engagements, The 
bullet-ridden plane made a forced 
landing inside the Bitish lines. The 
pilot was killed. General Cruewell was 
uninjured, but was spattered with the_ 
pilot’s blood. 

When he was asked what he thought 

about the Russians, he replied : ‘‘ I do 
not speak on military or political sub- 
jects. 
’ General Cruewell commanded tank 
formations in France, and won the 
Knight’s Cross for a rapid ad- 
vance from the Bulgarian frontier to 
Belgrade in von Kleist’s Balkan offen- 
sive. He is also believed to have 
taken part in the Russian campaign. 
He became 124 last Octo- 
ber and a full General in December.—

We may nearly always take it that 
when a story is dramatised what made 
it look most like a play to the adapter 
will, when the play is done, make one 
feel that the story must. have been 
better.

No 
nation, however, can be indifferent 
to the fate of its citizens—and par- 
ticularly of its youth. We in Ire- 
land cannot congratulate ourselves 
that much attention has been paid 
hitherto to the young people 
emerging from school. Those who 
have money and ambition enough 
to desire a professional career can 
make their way to a university ; 
certain others can seek positions in 
banks or other institutions; some 
will “take over the business, or 
the farm, as the case may be; but 
the vast majority are compelled to 
whatever job may offer 
, if none offers itself, 
they can look forward to a 
more or less prolonged period 
of idleness. The problem was 
difficult enough before the 
war; it is far more difficult 
nowadays, when the opportunities 
of employment are so much scarcer, 
and the Government—whether via 
the Department of Education or any 
other department must make an 
effort to cope with it. Its new 
training camps will not be designed 
to cramp the ex-schoolboy’s—or 
schoolgirl’s—style. They will include 
“formal instruction in suitable 
subjects,” as well as such a variety 
of activities as “ physical culture 
and sport, hiking and camping, 
illustrated lectures and talks, craft 
work of various kinds, songs and 
plays.” Their success, of course, 
will depend to a very large degree 
upon the manner of their adminis- 
tration. In unskilled hands, thay 
could do as much harm as good. 
Properly administered, they ought 
to broaden the mental horizon of 
the young people, and go far to give 
them a useful start in life. No 
details of the plan have been issued, 
beyond the fact that it will be 
administered, in Dublin, by the 
Vocational Committee; but the 
general principles, as revealed, 
ought to gratify everybody who hes 
given any thought to the subject, 
We suggest that the Government 
will employ all its resources to make 
success of the scheme. All 
measures of the kind must prevail 
against a certain amount of distrust ; 
if it is not overcome, and if initial 
misconceptions are not removed, the 
present scheme may collapse before 
it begins. It is too good, however, 
to fail.

BODY FOUND IN BOG 
OFFALY INQUEST STORY 


The finding of é trunk of a human 
body in a bog at Ballincor, Raban, 
Offaly, was —— at an in uest 

esterday in Tullamore by 1 Bri William 
feagher, Coroner, and a ] a 
rincipal witness was Joseph xen, 
4 fark labourer, who stated that, in 
the course of cleaning a drain on the 
bog, he noticed an ber clogging, 
and to facilitate flow of water he 
used a graip or ‘fork, which came 
in contact with a sack. He opened 
the sack, which contained what he de- 
scribed as a white grease from which 
there was a heavy smell. Separating 
the sack from the contents he ‘saw a 
lot of ribs, and what he Seong? t were 
bones, a piece of a white skin, and 
what he took to be a backbone. The 
witness then called his employer 
(Patrick Leonard), who had the re- 
mains covered. The Guards were in- 
formed and Superintendent Delaney 
came on the scene. 

Surgeon Timothy Meagher said that 
on Saturday evening he visited the tog 
and was shown what looked like parts 
of a dead body lying beside a bog 
drain. On closer examination he con- 
cluded that the parts were those of a 
human body, consisting mostly of the 
structure of the chest and nearly all 
the backbone. The head, arms, legs 
and pelvis were missing. No internal 
organs were to be seen. Witness was 
not definite as to the sex or age, or 
the length of time since death. The 
structure of the bones suggested that 
it was the 2 4 of a male. 

Applying for an adjournment, Super- 
intendent Solan said that the State 
Pathologist, Dr. McGrath, has not yet 
concluded his examination of the re- 
mains, and Garda inquiries were still 
proceeding. 

The Coroner adjourned the inquest. 

Further searches are being made with 
a view to establish thee identity. of 
the remains. As is well known, 
Garda are pursuing investigations into 
the mysterious’ disappearance of Law- 
rence Kirwan, Ballincloughan, Rahan, 
since November last.
